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Georgia Eggs 

In a price-supporting program the Federal 
Food Distribution Administration recently 
bought 543,930 dozen eggs in the states of 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, South Carolina, 
Tennessee and Kentucky. Of the 6,527,160 eggs 
in this purchase it is stated that 52 per cent 
graded A-large, hailed as a barometer in the 
uptrend in production of better eggs. Georgia 
producers supplied 7,027 cases of the purchase, 
which figures out at 210,810 dozen, or 2,529,720 
eggs—over one-third of the entire amount sup- 
plied by the six states. 

The above figures become interesting in that 
they indicate how the poultry and egg industry 
has grown in the past thirty years, from small 
farm and backyard flocks designed only to 
supply individual family needs. Thirty years 
ago cotton was indeed king in this state; food 
production was secondary, livestock raising was 
at a minimum and farm diversification prac- 
ticed by few. The average farmer liked his 
chicken dinner on Sunday and relished eggs 
with his ham for breakfast, but he gave scant 
attention to chicken raising. The flock could 
range the fields for sustenance, roost in trees 
or a shed at night, while hens could steal their 
nests and raise their broods as best they might. 

In this period the lowly but busy hen has 
come into her own. She is a highly respected 
adjunct of every good farm and cared for in a 
manner that inures to her betterment and the 
finances of the farmer. So great has the poul- 
try and egg industry become in Georgia today 
there are more than fifty concerns that spe- 
cialize in hatching baby chicks, which relieves 
the setting hen for greater egg production, 
and there are at least fifty commercial poultry 
farms which specialize in producing eggs, 
broilers, fryers, roasters and capons for the 
market. 

More farm families are now “living at home” 
and producing surpluses that find ready sale 
in the various farmer markets established 
throughout the state. Georgia does not yet 
produce all her food and feed, but the trend 
is ever oriward to that goal and the time is 
not far distant when we will import only those 
commodities that are out of season here or not 
indigenous to the state.

The Enemy We Fight 


From the initial treachery of Pearl Harbor 
this nation has realized that, in the Japs, it 
faces a foe devoid of honor and of humanity. 
This knowledge has been emphasized by the 
brutal murders of our aviators captured after 
the raid on Tokyo and by the recent ruthless 
destruction of an Australian hospital ship. 

That the Japs are little, if any, worse in 
their disregard of the decencies that even war 
may know, than their European partners of 
the Axis, is revealed in a statement made last 
week before the house of commons in London, 
by A. V. Alexander, Britain’s first lord of the 
admiralty. 

Since the war began, said Alexander, the 
Germans and the Italians have made, by 
planes and by coastal batteries, 58 attacks on 
British hospital ships, plainly marked as such. 
The ships made victim of these vicious and 
unprovoked attacks are 19 in number and of 
them four were sent to the bottom of the sea. 

Germany, ever since the day when, atthe 
start of the first world war, the Kaiser laugh- 
ed at his nation’s treaty with Belgium as a 
“mere scrap of paper,” since she launched 
unrestricted U-boat warfare, has 
known as a nation of Huns, unworthy of trust 
by honorable men. 

Now, in this war, because of Mussolini's 
aping of the antics of his master in crime, 
Hitler, Italy has placed herself to large degree 
in the same class of despicability as Germany. 

It will be many decades before the world 
of decent men will again be able to place trust

“‘Momentous Statement” 

Joseph E. Davies, personal courier for Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in carrying a letter to Joseph 
Stalin, Premier-Marshal of Russia, is returning 
to this country with a sealed reply. 

This week Davies was a guest of Soviet 
Foreign Commissar Molotov at a luncheon 
observing the first anniversary of the Anglo- 
Soviet pact. At that time Molotov stated the 
pact would endure in peace as well as in war. 
Davies, speaking to newspaper correspondents, 
classified this Molotov statement as “one of 
the most momentous for some time.” 

The importance of the Molotov pronounce- 
ment lies in the fact it indicates Russian 
desire for continuance of the war-born asso- 
ciation between the United Nations after the 
war is done and the world is faced with the 
urgent problems of peace. It means, if the 
Russian wish is realized, there will be a strong 
and close partnership between powerful nations 
not seeking conquest over others, but anxious 
only to develop in peace and to secure peace 
and freedom for all men. 

Such an alliance in peacetime would be the 
surest guarantee possible against further out- 
preaks of the aggressor nations and would hdld 
real promise of achievement of those freedoms 
outlined in the Atlantic charter.

Hitler Edict Flouted 


It would appear basic human nature changes 
little through the centuries. When the Ger- 
manic tribes. of the Roman period swept 
through what is now France into the Iberian 
peninsula, created havoc in southeastern Europe 
and swarmed over the Alps into Italy, the 
soldiers of those armies mingled freely with 
the conquered people and took the women as 
wives. 

According to information received in New 
York through the Czechoslovak government 
that is what is happening right now. Large 
numbers of Nazi soldiers are stationed at 
strategic points in what was Czechoslovakia, 
and, despite Hitler’s edict that pure Germanic 
blood must not be contaminated by marriage 
of members of the “superior race” with persons 
of either sex who belong to “inferior breeds,” 
the mixed marriages between Germans and 
Czechs have become so numerous a decree has 
been handed down from the fountain source 
of all Nazi edicts authorizing the public prose- 
cutor to take immediate steps necessary for 
declaring null and void all such marriages 
contracted in church or before a Czech reg- 
istrar. 

The “flowing off of German blood into 
foreign Kalkstum” must be prevented in accord- 
ance with Nazi principles, Herr Schickelgruber 
has decreed. But, as in the instance of some 
marriages of Nazis with the despised Jews, 
there is an “out” in special instances. Highest 
German authorities are permitted to make 
exceptions by issuing a “non-impediment cér- 
tificate” in certain “deserving” cases. 

A dictator may issue decrees, but he cannot 
change basic facts.

ONE WORD MORE 


By RALPH McGILL. 


“WELL WORTH TRYING” When Winston Churchill spoke 
before the congress of the United 


States on May 19, he talked of the bombing of Germany and of 
Italy. He said: 

“Opinion, Mr. President and Mr. Speaker, is divided as to 
whether the use of air power could, by itself, 
bring about a collapse of Germany or Italy. 
The experiment is well worth trying, so long 
as other measures are not excluded. There is 
certainly no harm in finding out. But how- 
ever that may be, anyhow we are all agreed 
that the damage done to the enemy's war po- 
tential is enormous. The condition to which 
the great centers of German war industry, and 
particularly the Ruhr, are being reduced is one 
of unparalleled devastation. You have just 
read of the destruction of the great dams which 
feed the canals and provide power to the enemy 
munitions works. 

“It is our settled policy, the settled policy 
of our two staffs and war-making authorities, 
to make it impossible to carry on any form of 
war industry on a large or concentrated scale 
either in Germany, in Italy, or in the enemy- 
occupied countries. Wherever these centers 

exist or are developed, they will be destroyed and the munitions 
population will be dispersed. If they do not like what is coming 
to them, let’ them disperse beforehand on their own. The process 
will continue ceaselessly, with ever-increasing weight and inten- 
sity, until the German and Italian peoples abandon or destrov the 
monstrous tyrannies, which they have incubated and reared in 
their midst.” 

The great crowd laughed when he said, “It is well worth 
trying,” because Churchill put into the sentence that splendid 
quality of lightness mixed with irony. They laughed. But agreed. 

That it is worth trying becomes more and more apparent. Ger- 
man industrial cities are smashed. Italy is receiving heavy blows. 
There is no indication yet that either will collapse because of air 
attacks alone. But it must be remembered that there are other 


attritions.

Erna Luckers, of Mainz, to Anton Krichel: 

“Aedwigstrasse is in absolute ruin, the heart of our city,. our 
beautiful Mainz! I’m sorry I can’t tell you yet what’s been de- 
stroyed, there’s too much of it.” 

His father (of Bremen) to Corporal Guenther Brotschneider: 

“The Allies have done tremendous damage to our Bremen. 
Gretel says you want to cry when you see it.” 

Martha Schaeffer, of Hamburg, to Sergeant Major Fritz Schlueck: 

“The bridge across the Elbe has been destroyed.” 

Letters from Osnabruck to Oscar Mass: ; 

“The Tommies have done such things here that our native town 
now creates an awful impression. . 

“There’s not much left of Osnabruck. ... 

“As a soldier I’m already hardened, but when you see your 
native town burning then you get a different feeling. During the 
raid 400,000 windows were broken. Two more such raids and 
Osnabruck will no longer exist.” 

From Agnes Pelzer, of Cologne, to Corporal Christopher Pelzer: 

“The Allies were here for 20 minutes ana gave us rea@i hell. 
There were fires all over the city. If this continues none of you 
will find relatives left alive when you come on leave.” 

Wilhelm Bach, of Essen, to his son: 

“Half of the Tomiplatz is burned down. The attics of all the 

ises on Lindenallee are burned. Five trams were burned near. 
Ali.cs. in Schleihof an air mine fell into a new building. Fleig- 
enbusch has been completely swept away.” 

From his father in Duisburg to Sergeant Otto Kemper: 

“The destruction last Friday was caused by combined air mines 
—mines joined by two demolition bombs. They sweep away every- 
thing level with the earth and blow houses to pieces.” 

From his mother in Dusseldorf to Sergeant Joseph Schwab: 

“Yesterday there was a heavy raid. Five hundred incendiary 
bombs fell on the German Tubing Mills.” 

Those letters may, of course, be multiplied over and over again. 
They show that the home front, as important as the war front, is 


suffering in Germany. 

THE HOME FRONT It was the home front which broke and 
defeated Germany in the first world 

war. The army was in retreat and would have been defeated. 

Yet it was retreating in order, and still offering resistance. 

It was the fact that the people at home gave up the struggle 
which caused the armistice. It also allowed the present Nazi 
offictals to make much propaganda out of the fact by charging 
the real German people were “betrayed” by communists end other 
“enemies” of the state. 

The Allies, of course, never let Germany feel the real pressure 
of war or experience the horrors of war. As a matter of fact, this 
is the first time that Germany has felt war in anything like full 
force. Assuredly it is a new experience for every living person in 
Germany.

Is it a new conception of manhood developed by the war? 
Again, no. Examine the illustrations in any fiction magazine 
printed in the last 20 years, and you will see a tough guy with 
smoking guns or another one socking somebody on the chin. 

Combat also makes the big scenes in our movies, and these and 
the magazines give foreigners the idea that we are a nation of 
fireeaters, delighting in battle, and accustomed to settling all argu- 
ments by some form of assault and maynem. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth. 

Boys do more or less fighting; young men in the backwoods 
may fight with fists, knives or guns when addled by moonshine on 
a Saturday night; but in reasbnably civilized regions, physical 
combat between sober adults is rare indeed. 

Yet the fact that stories and movies give us so much fighting 
is proof that people like it. What is the explanation? First, of 
course, the obvious one that combat is exciting. But that is not 
the whole story, for people like fighting only when they approve 
the cause. 

Nobody cheers when the villain socks the hero. The combat 
that delights us_is the righteous uprising of the under-dog

ODT Director Eastman Praises 
Atlanta Staggered Hours Plan 


Urges Atlantans To Keep Program in Full 
Effect as “Contribution to the War Effort” 


The efforts of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce to meet 
Atlanta’s local wartime public transportation emergency by means 
of staggered working and school hours have been followed with 
interest by this Office. 


Last summer, when your staggered hours plan was in its incep- 
tion, it was submitted to my Office and, after study, was recom: 
mended for adoption as soon as possible. I note that the plan went 
into effect in July, 1942, and has been in successful operation 
since that date. 


The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce and the people of Atlanta 
are to be heartily commended for the foresight, able planning and 
spirit of cooperation by which they have put this program into 
operation and maintained its effectiveness. It is one of the out- 
standing examples in the United States of an efficient wartime stag- 
gered hours plan operating on a completely voluntary basis. 


Figures furnished to my Office show that within the past year 
the number of transit passengers entering downtown Atlanta in the 
morning rush hours has increased 23 per cent and the number of 
passengers leaving downtown area in the afternoon rush hours has 
increased 37 per cent. Despite these increases, the morning transit 
peak has actually been lowered, while the afternoon peak has risen 
only slightly, due to the effectiveness of staggered hours in spread- 
ing rush hour travel. 


Study of the figures shows further that fully as important in the 
success of the plan as the part taken by business houses, industries 
and offices is the cooperation of the public schools. The large 
number of high school students who pass through the downtown 
section each day as transit passengers would have caused serious 
overcrowding of vehicles in the morning peak if the school open- 
ing hour had not been shifted to its later time of 9:45 a. m. 


By enabling Atlanta to get along without the 95 additional 
vehicles which otherwise would have been necessary to furnish 
adequate public transportation, the Atlanta staggered hours plan is 
accomplishing in a satisfactory way its purpose of conserving vital 
transportation facilities and at the same time providing the means 
hy which thousands ‘of workers can get to and from their jobs. 
It is thus a valuable contribution to the national war effort. 


With a large bomber assembly plant located in the Atlanta area, 
employing workers by the thousands, it may be expected that the 
city’s transportation facilities will be subject to added strain. Con- 
sistent adherence to the staggered hours plan by business, industry 
and the schools will be even more necessary than up to the present. 
[am confident the people of Atlanta will not relax in the splendid 
cooperation that so far has produced such good results.

The Young Need 
A Reason To Live 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., (Friday)—Yesterday was a busy day. After 
an early breakfast, we made a rather hurried trip through the new 


factories at Arthurdale, W. Va. 


The Hoosier Aircraft Corporation 


has taken over all the factory buildings, and 
the Silman Manufacturing Company has moved 
to one of the school buildings. I hope they are 
going to be successful, because they will mean 
much to the community, not only now, but in 


the future. 


At 10:30 the commencement exercises were 


held in the 


school. This is the only com- 


mencement I have attended this year, but it 
has come to be almost a habit to come here and 
I would regret missing the opportunity to see 


the community and its people. 
I find it hard to look at these young people, 
however, and to talk to them about the future, 
for 1 know, in all probability, before the war is over, all the boys 
who are physically fit will have to serve in the armed forces and 
many of the girls Will have to do something in the war effort. 


There was a time, which we older people must not forget, 
when we faced young people leaving school or college and found it 
hard to explain to them that a world of opportunity did not await 
them. That is not the case today. It is a world in which young 
people are very much needed. 


But, they will have a right to remind us in the future, that if 
you are needed to go out and die, then that for which you are 
willing to die, must also offer you something for which to live. 
No matter what it means in changes in the future, a world in which 
young people have no place and no opportunity must never again 
exist anywhere. ‘ 


After the exercises were over, there was a brief luncheon, and 
we drove over to Scott’s Run and the Pursglove mine. Here the 
ceremonies were held for the presentation of Carnegie Hero Fund 
medais. At the time of the disaster you may remember my writ- 
ing before the two awards were made, one to a man’s family for 
his heroic death, and one to a man who came through alive. 


It was very thrilling to be able to take part in these ceremonies. 
I was giad of the opportunity, too, to ask about the work at the 
little community house in the run, and about the summer camp 
for the children from this area. The camp has gradually grown to 
be quite a permanent institution, with stone buildings instead of 
the tents with which it started. 


It will be difficult to get volunteer workers this summer, but I 
hope this camp can be carried on, becayse it has meant a great 
Geal to the children in this area, who do not have many advan- 
tages at the best of times.

| The six in Bob Hope’s troupe 
are hard-working craftsmen look- 
ing for the twinkle in your eye 
‘with serious mien. Ana they will 
tell you that the business does get 
very serious at times. 

| Getting together gags for the 
radio star is not an easy business. 
‘Or did you know that? Some peo- 
| ple might not, because Hope de- 
liv ers his jokes with such natural- 
ness over the air that the chatter 
peek spontaneous. Which hap- 
| pens to be one reason Hope’s spon- 
isors are glad to lay heavy dough 
‘on the line. 

| When this article was thought 
of, the reporter decided it would 
be a good stunt to have some of 
the gag writers make it funny. 
But that didn’t work. 

“Heck, they don’t know any- 
thing funny to write,” Hope said 
with a dead pan. 
talking. You ought to be able to 
make it funny in a newspaper.” 


Difference. 

It seems there’s a difference. 

In the first place, cold type calls 
for a different style of humor than 
the radio, and so do the movies. 
Newspapermen think writing fun- 
ny is about the toughest type in 
the world. The gag writers prob- 
ably know that. 

Anyway, as the reporter told 
Hope, what is a guy going to do 
when he doesn’t feel funny? 

“Why, they use formulas,” Hope 
replied. “We start by getting a 
general idea of what the broadcast 
will be about. Whether to bear 
down on the governor, or the 
south or just what depending on 
where we are broadcasting, of 
course.” 

That’s mighty fine, eh? Then 
the gags just happen? Yeah, they 
happen from six angles. The writ- 
ers prepare separate series of gags. 
Then they're put together for the 
preview, which lasts for an hour. 

Monday Preview. 

A preview is given Monday 
night. One was given at the Naval 
Air Station and another at the 
auditorium for soldiers-while the 
troupe was here. 

But getting back to the gags. 

“The fellows know most every 
joke you ever heard of,” Hope ex- 
plained. “They know plenty that 
can’t go on the air. These are 
changed—cleaned up. You hear 
one every once in a while which 


was cleaned up and okeh. But the 
way you heard it—well, that

Business Gets Serious at Times 


wouldn’t do. Then you hear old 
ones which have been changed 
to fit the situation. They do fine 
sometimes.” 

“You mean,” the reporter asked, 
“something like this? If you were 
at a camp where soldiers and 
WAACS are stationed that you 
could dress up the old one about 
‘who’s the lady I saw you with 
last night?’ And the answer might 
be: “That was no lady, that was 
my top sergeant’?” 

“That’s the idea,, all right,” 
Hope replied, adding without 
changing the tone of his voice: 
“3 ‘Hey, Barney, bring me an aspi- 
rin’, 

Simply Awful. 


That goes to show you that 
gags, like golf, are awfully simple 
or simply awful. Better make it 
both ways on that particular one, 
though. 

Anyway, you might get the idea. 
There aren’t any new jokes, just 
new ideas built around age-old 
formulas, some of which might 
have been copyrighted by Cleo- 
patra if she had got around to it. 

After the gags are tried on the 
audience at the preview the writ- 
ers and Hope hold .a conference 
about which are the best and 
which should be cut out to make 
the script fit half an hour on the 
air with space for Frances Lang- 
ford to sing and the band, now 
under Tony Romano, to play. The 
gags are done by Hope, Jerry Co- 
lonna, Vera Vague and Langford. 

At the conference, informal as 
a beerhall gabfest without ammu- 
nition, is attended by the writers, 
Hope, Who has the final say-so, 
and a censor provided by the radio 
chain over which the program hits 


the air. 
Censored. 


The censgr goes through the 
script first, changing a word here 
or there and dropping gags en- 
tirely. Then comes the work of 
editing, with comments from al] 
sides of the room. 

“That one laid an egg with a 
double yolk.” 

“The audience on the air will 
go for that, although it didn’t get 
a chirp tonight.” 

“Bet I can make that go.” 

The last quotation is one of Mr. 
Hope’s. “He’ll do it, too.” one of 
the writers said in an aside. “He'll 
mug it and the audience will how!. 
But the radio audience may not. 
You have to watch that.” 

“We call that mugging,” an- 
other writer added. “Depends a 
lot on expression and the way it’s 
done. Maybe Hope or another of 
the outfit is dancing or carrying 
on and the audience out front is 
having hysterics. But the radio 
audience can’t see what's. so 
funny.” 


Vital Sound Men. 


That apparently is why sound 
men are so important. They can 
furnish the wallop in some se- 
quences. 

Which leads back to the point 
that gags for the radio and for the 
stage are different. Hope excels 
at both. And as far as any of those 
at the show put on for the para- 
troopers at Toccoa is concerned, 
that was one of his best. It wasn’t 
broadcast. There was no script. 

Hope and the rest went through 
their paces without ever letting 
up. Bob danced and sang and 
acted just as natural as one of 
your favorite race horses coming 
in after dark. 

He seemed to be enjoying him- 
self. The audience was having 
more fun than a herd of mice in 
a harem. Everything was clicking. 

It does when the happy guy gets 
into high. 

And as the conference ended, he 
started all over again. 

“Did you hear the one about the 
WAACS who moved into the camp 
and . 

When he and the laughter had 
finished, Hope grew serious for a 
minute. 

“Sure wish we could clean that 
‘one up... Boy, be a honey.”

CHUNGKING, 30.—(P\— 
Chinese troops in a smashing at- 
tack have recaptured Yuyang- 
kwan, prized by the Japanese as 
the “gateway to Chungking. 
flicting 2,000 casualties on 
enemy and sending the survivors 
reeling in retreat, Chinese nead- 
quarters announced: today. 

To the northeast. other Chinese 
units rolled back another Japanese 
thrust pointing up the Yangtze 
ley toward Chungking, and heavy 
fighting is continuing on the right 
bank of the river opposite Ichang, 
a communique declared. 

Yuyangkwan 35 miles south 
of Ichang, and a focal point of one 
of several Japanese thrusts toward 
the Chinese capital.
